* Mr. R. 8. Frntow, officiated as Director of Agriculture during the year 
under review fram the 13th May, when Mr. S$. Milligan went on leave. 
Mr. K. McLean, eat, Director, was in charge of the Eastern Circle; and 
Rai RajeSwar Das Gupta Bahadur, Deputy Director, held charge of the 
Western Circle in addition to the Northern Circle during Mr. Smith’s- 
absence on leave from the former circle. Mr, Hector, the Economic 
Botanist, officiated as Agricultural Chemist till the 15th December. 1919, 
when he handed over charge of the current duties of these offices to 
Mr. K. McLean on his appointment .as officiating Imperial Economic 
Botanist at Pusa. The services of Mr. J. N. Chakravarti, Super- 
intendent of Agriculture, were lent to Assam. The permanent 
strength of the Upper Subordinate Agricultural Service, which includes Farm 
pds. pba aang and District Agricultural Officers, was increased from 31 
to 33.’ During the year an important change was made by the formation of 
a Lower Subordinate Agricultural Service of Demonstrators. Hitherto 
these officers held merely temporary appointments on Rs. 25 a. month.

Number of estates under management. —Four new estates came under 
the management of the Court of Wards during the year and four estates were 
released including the remaining portions of the Jaunbazar Estate No. I. 
There were thus 69 estates under the Court of Wards at the close of the year 
as in the preceding year. ‘ 

Payment of Revenue and Cessés.—Tiec total amount of revenue 
and cesses due to Government, including arréars, was Rs. 13,33,471,\ of , 
which 99 per cent., viz., Rs. 13,20,164, against 93 per cent. in the. pre ious 
year, was paid duringthe year,. The arrears were mainly due to. shortage 
of funds in three estates. 
- 3. Rent and cesses due to superior landlords.—he percéntage of pay~ 
ment of the rent and cesses due to superior landlords was nearly the same 
_ as in the previous year, viz., 82°9 against 82°6, The balance of Rs. 1,14,659 
out of a total demand of Rs. 6,57,003 was due to non-adjustment of 
accounts with co-sharer landlords, non-appearance of claimants and short- 
ness of funds. 

4. Gollection of rent and cesses.—There was an improvement in the * 
percentage of collections on current demand which rose from 103°5 in the 
preceding year to 105°9, although the cyclone of September 919, which 
passed through several districts of Eastern Bengal, considerably affected 
collections in some estates. The standard of 100-per cent. was exceeded in 
52 estates.. : = 

5. The outstanding balance due to all estates aggregated over 72 lakhs. 
representing 153°1 per cent. on the current demand against 147°2 per-cent. / 
in the preceding year, The balance exceeded the cutrent demand in all the 
Divisions. Nearly 26 lakhs of, these balances aré barred by limitation or are 
not recoverable. The Board is taking steps to have these. sums removed

License fees for country spirit increased in 17 a and decreased in 
the remaining ten, The decrease is heavy in Dacca . 69,540), 24-Par- 
anas (Rs. pie oe pur i 50,184), ere ..38, 990), Burdwan 
Rs. 36,672) and Darjeeling (Rs. 36,432), which is due to the introduction of 
the fixed fee system.

95. Distilleries and warehouses.—As stated in paragraph 25 of last 
year’s report, Messrs. Haji Ismail Sait & Sons, Contractors of the Russa 
Distillery, were granted from the Ist April 1919 wholesale license for 2 years 
for the supply of country spirit to the areas formerly supplied by the Bengal 
Distilleries Company ‘at Konnagar. The contractors erected some “new 
coer: inside the Russa distillery and an underground: drain was con- 
structed ‘at Government expenses to improve the sanitary condition of the 
distillery. Owifig to increase in issues, the Raipur warehouse in the district 
of Bankura had to be enlarged, so as to provide room for an ‘additional issue 
vat of 500 gallons.capacity. 

Supplies from distilleries to the various bonded warehouses were 
generally.adequate. Stocks occasionally fell below the prescribed minimum. 
In the Parbatipur warehouse, in the district of Dinajyur, the stock fell below 
the standard limit on ten occasions and at Santahar, in the district of Bogra, 
the contractors could not maintain the prescribed minimum throughout the 

ear. But no serious inconvenience in suppl ing liquor to the retail vendors 

as been reported. Owing to the use of sold and rusty drums “by the con- 
tractors there has been much discoloration of the liquor on various ogeasions 
and there has been a good deal of transit deficiency owing to leakages, ete. — 
It is reported that the price of metal drums has gone up very high and they 
are almost. unprocurable in the market. Some steps are being taken to 
ensure a better supply of such drums.

allons. Owing to the internal difficulties of that country, French, supp! 
ave been difficult to secure and in some cases show a deteriorated quality. 
Imports of whisky are much on the same level_as last year, but show a con- 
siderably reduced value. This is due to the lower strength, the proof gallon- 
age being nearly 5,000 gallons less than last year, while the liquid gallonage 
only shows a decline of 190 gallons. The average quality has also deterior- 
ated, many inferior brands being marketed. These phenomena are due to the 
high cost of production in the nited Kingdom, where enormous advances in 
the price of barley have for some years made the cost of pure malt whisky 
prohibitive. Imports from other countries have been comparatively 
negligible. The largest item under “ Other sorts” of spirit is Java rum or 
arrack, totalling 318,367 gallons, of which nearly half was denatured on 
arrival. Almost all the rest was passed into bond, and during the year an 
additional 100,000 gallons were cleared after methylation from bond. 
“ Imports of wines have been of unprecedented magnitude, all qualities, 
except sherries, madeiras and marsalas showing an advance, which was most 


marked in the case of champagne and port. Sparkling wines advanced from | 


5,000 gallons to nearly 14,000 gallons, but much of. the cham e was of 
unfamiliar brands and vintages and was not readily dis of. Importa- 


tions of French vermouth showed a good recovery, which accounts for the | 


reduction in the amount of vermouth imported from Spain. Spanish port, 
however, advanced to 3,000 gallons out of a total of 34,000 gallons. 

“ Consumption of spirits, except for Java rum, was much in excess of 
arrivals, stocks in bond at the end of the year being less by 18,000 gallons in the 
case of brandy than at the beginning and by 29,000 gallons in the case of 
whisky. Bonded stocks of wine, on the other hand, showed an increase. ”

There was a 
noticeable increase of 2 maunds 20 seers in Calcutta, which is reported to have 
been due to the influx of a large number of wage-earners consequent upon the 
great expansion of trade in Calcutta and its suburbs after the war. 

The use of charas is very'limited and is practically confined to. Western 
Bengal, the only districts having licenses for its sale outside this tract being 
Dacca, Bakarganj and Dinajpur. The consumers of the drug, it appears, 
come from all sections of the community. The Collector of the 24-Parganas 
reports that it is generally consumed by the wealthy prngers, jatrawallas, both 
male and female, and members of the bhadralok class, who dislike the smell of 
ganja.

64. Restricted supply of opium.—The system under which the issue of 
excise opium to retail shops is restricted to the estimated local demand con- 
tinued in Midnapore, Hooghly, Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Calcutta, Khulna, 
Bakarganj, Faridpur, ag ae ae Noakhali, Tippera and Jalpaiguri and in 
a few ay te Burdwan, Nadia, Jessore; Darjeeling, Mymensingh, Murshida- 
bad and Rajshahi. It was not found necessary to extend the system to any 
further areas during the year under report, but. in some non-restricted dis- 
tricts the issues of opium were carefully regulated by the Superintendents of 
Excise according to genuine local demands. 

65. Licenses for retail sale.—The total number of licenses issued for the 
retail sale of excise opium was 828; as compared with 820 in the previous year. 
The noticeable increase occurred in the 24-Parganas, where six new shops 
had to be opened, chiefly in the Sunderbans area of the district, where new 
settlements had grown up and it was found necessary to meet the demand. 
Two new shops were opened in Bankura and one each in Midnapore, Nadia 
and Jessore. All the new shops were opened with the mpnewes of the

The increase in Tippera was due to increased allotments to some 
shops, in Rangpur to the improved condition of the consumers, in Khulna to ~ 
full allotments having been taken by the vendors, in Bakarganj to the detec- — 
tion of some opium cases which led to increased sales from the shops,.1n How- 
rah to the consumers taking their supply from local shops instead ‘of from Cal- 
cutta, and in the 24-Parganas to the opening of six new shops and increased 
allotments to some other shops. It is reported from Calcutta that consumers 
of the wage-earning classes who pour into the city daily and leave it after night- 
fall, cannot consequently purchase their opium from the shops in their own 
localities and hence the sales in Calcutta are forced up. In Hooghly, how- 
ever, the increase was due to some consumers purchasing their opium locally 
instead of from.Calcutta, as previously, owing to greater restrictions having 
been imposed on the Calcutta sales; it is also stated that the increase was part- 
ly due to the greater use of the drug from a medicinal point of view, the year 
having been a very unhealthy one. The decrease was largest in Murshidabad 
(241 seers or 19 -5 per cent). In the year 1918-19 this district headed the list 
in the matter of increased consumption and smuggling from some shops was 
suspected ; precautionary measures were taken and, as a result, the consump- 
tion has fallen off considerably during the year under report. In no other 
district has the dectease exceeded 10 per cent. .In Mymensingh, Jalpaiguri, 
Dacca and Dinajpur the decrease has been over 5 per cent., but such 
flucttiations do not call for any special remarks. In Midnapore there was a 
decrease of 167 seers, which the Collector reports was probably due to import of 
opium from Balasore and Singhbhum districts and to the poverty of the con- 
sumers. ; 

68. Total Receipts.—The total receipts amounted to Rs. 32,48,820, as 
compared with Rs. 31,37,329 in 1918-19. There was an increase of

74, Preventive operations and illicit transactions.—The illicit trade in 
cocaine seems to bevy ancreaeee, to a considerable extent during the year in 
spite of the absence of Sopp tes rom Germany and Austria. As noted in the 
last year’s report cocaine of Japanese origin has appeared in the market 
and cases have been detected in Calcutta showing t at the practice of exchang- 
ing opium for Japanese cocaine by smugglers still continues. The abuse of 
£ocaine continues in the Calcutta district and in the neighbouring parts of the 
ok tava district and in the Serampore subdivision of the Hooghly district. 
The Collector of Dacca reports that the habit of oe cocaine amongst seme 
low class Muhammadans and pS ge has greatly decreased, while the use 

of cocaine among the mill-hands of Barrackpur has been reported. A cocaine 
case was detected in Chit: g during the year. The drug was sent to the 
' district by parcel post from Rangoon. “The case had to be withdrawn for want 
of evidence. The number of persons convicted of illicit possession, sale or 
smuggling of cocaine increased from 183 to 275. In Calcutta the number was 
244, as compared with 164 in 1918-19. An account of some important cocaine 
cases will be found in section VII of this report.

General Summary. 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta® by rail, 
river, canal, road, aud sea (coastwise) during the months of April to Octo- 
ber, 1920, amounted to 5,564,000 maunds, as against 14,816,000 maunds in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year—a decrease of 62 percent. There 
was an increase of 45 per cent in the imports of coal and coke (82,093,000 
maunds as against 56,569,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, 
river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton, piecegoods shdwed an 
increase of 18 per cent, the total value amounting to Ks. 6,65 lakhs as against > 
Rs, 5,64 lakhs in 1919, The quantity of indigo imported during the months 
of April. to October, 1920, increased to 3,475 maunds from 2,919 maunds 
in the corresponding period of 1919. The imports of raw jute amounted 
to 3,078,000 bales as against 2,564,000 bales—an increase of 19 per cent. The 
imports-of gunny bags also increased from 247 million bags to 269 millions 
in number. The total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape aud mustard 
seed) increased by 3 per cent from 4,663,000 maunds to 4,781,000 maunds. 
The imports of sugar increased by 60 per cent from. $25,000 maunds to 
521,000 maunds, while those of tea decreased by 30 per cent from. 1,830,000: 
maunds to 1,281,000 maunds. 

Exports.—The value of the exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from 
Calcutta by all routes during the months of April to October, 1920, decreased 
by 2 per cent (Rs. 14,72 lakhs as against Rs. 14,99 lakhs last year). The exports 
of gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) increased 
from 634 million bags to 843 millions; and shipments of gunny bags to other 
Indian ports also showed an increase from 21 to 23 millions in, number in | 
the period under review. he quantity of kerosene oil despatched from 
Calcutta and Budge-Budgesby internal routes and by sea (coastwise) decreased

In view of the financial -position of the Loreto Orphanage, Entally, the 
Government of Bengal, in January 1920, appointed a Cominittes consisting of 
Mr. R. Olarke, cit-e., Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, as Chairman, Mr. P. 
Lovett and Mr. F. J. Robins, as members, and Mr. A. MercerInspector of 
_ European Schools, Bengal, as Member and Secretary, to examine the affairs 
_ of the institution and to make proposals for its future conduct, shewing what 

proportions of the cost should come from public revenues and private contri-, 
‘butions, respectively. ~ It appeared to:Government to be essential in the

interests of the Orphanage that there should be an influential Committee of ~ 
representative Roman Catholic and other laymen responsible for the finances 
of the Orphanage, and the Committee of enquiry was accordingly requested to 
advise by whom and for what period such a Committee should be appointed. . 
and what its personnel, scope and functions should be. Owing to the con- _ 
tinued illness of Mr. Mercer it was found to be subsequently necessary to: 
appoint Mr. E. F. Oaten to take his place as Member and Secretary. : 
9, The Committee submitted their report in March 1920. Two of the 
members were then on the point of departure to England, and the Committee 
was consequently unable in the short time at its disposal to corduct an 
exhaustiye examination of the aftairs of the Orphanage, but on the figures. 
placed before them it was evident that a {serious gap between income ,and 
expenditure existed and that there was @ need of a Stricter system of financial” 
control. The appointment of a provisional Committee of financial advice, and 
a strenuous effort to raise an endowment fund were features of the remedies 
_ proposed ; beyond this it was hoped that Government would give further 
help. 
3. The Government of Bengal are not now in a position to enter upon 
any undertaking with regard to such additional financial assistance, if any, 
as they may be ia.a position to give to the Entally Orphanage, but they realise 
that the financial position of the institution is critical. They are fully alive: 
to the excellent work, which the institution has done and is doing, gnd they 
feel that the first. step towards securing its financial stability is to appoint a 
Committee of Management nominated by the Convent authorities to handle 
the financial position. 
4. The Governor has accordingly decided, after obtaining the nomina- . 
tions of the Orphanage authorities, that the following persons should consti- 
tute the Committee of Management of the Loreto Orphanage, Entally, for a 
period of three years with effect from the date of this resolution :—

The fourteenth Annual Report of the Bengal Smoke-Nuisances Commission for the 5 
year. 1919-20. . 


1. The Commission held 12 meetings during the year for the transac- 
tion of their business. ; 

The number of observations of smoke emission taken was 9,943 as 
against 9,221, and the number of factories visited for instruction, etc., was 
3,288 against 3,663 in the previous year. 

3. The average emission of the controlled smoke in the denser grades 
expressed ini terms of scale 6 has been reduced to 1°23 minutes in the hour 
from 1°27 minutes in the previous year. This is the lowest averdge on record. 
A very interesting account is given in the report of the successful -efforts 
made to reduce offensive smoke from oil burning steamers during their stay 
in the port. : 

4, Satisfactory progress has been made in laying down new plants. 
Plans of 54 installations were examined and passed during the year com- 
pared with 47 in the previous year. . 

5. The number of complaints received during the year from the general 
public was 58 against 48 in 1918-19. ‘Tre Commission report that, on 
investigation, many of the complaints were found to be not only justified but- 
necessary in the interests of public health. The numbé? of offences reported 
to owners of furnaces for departmental action was 1,260, the results beg in 
most cases satisfactory 

6. ‘Statutory warnings were served and prosecutions undertaken in 16 
and 11 cases, respectively, the corresponding figures for the two previous 
years being 23 and 18 in 1918-19, and 60 and 36 in 1917-18. The reduction 
in the number of prosecutions, which is the lowest on record, was, as appears 
from the report, due largely to the employment of trained firemen and the use 
of sent installations, and, coupled with the general reduction in smoke 
nuisances of all kinds, is particularly satisfactory. : 

« % The number of electric motors installed was 168 or almost double 
the number installed in the previous year. A large number of ‘gas appliances 
was also installed with a resulting diminution in the amount ‘of smoke 
emitied, : 

8. The report is a record of really good work in this important branch 
of public welfare, and contains gratifying evidence of the manner in which 
the work of the commission is appreciated not only by the general public, 
but also by the owners and managers of the factories, whose cordial co-opera- 

_ tion in the adoption of scientific methods of saving fuel is producing results 
which at the present time are of great industrial and national importance. 
~The Governor in Council desires to thank thé members of the Commission, 
as wellas Mr. Robson, the Chief Inspector, and his assistants for their 
successful administratiou of the Department. :

Area SOwn.— According to’ the estimates of the District Officers, the 
total area sown amounts to 114,300 acres against 115,900 and 116,100 acres 
returned in last year's first and final forecasts respectively. r 


Character of the season and Condition of the crop.—-In the western 
districts, the rainfall in September was slightly in defect of the normal while 
elsewhere it was heavy. The Preparatory tillage for the crop generally 
commenced at the normal time, but the excessive moisture, left in the Boil by 
the heavy rain again in October, interfered with the sowings in places 
especially in parts of Nadia, Hooghly and Jalpaiguri and the acreage, as a 
consequence, hag diminished this year especially in Pabna, Dacca and in 
most parts of the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions. The dry weather, that 
has prevailed since then, has proved favourable and the ptesent condition of 
the crop is reported as gonerally fair.

1920, amounted to 6,443,000 maunds, as against 15,710, maunds in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year—a decrease of 60 per cent, There 
was an increase of 43 per cent-in the imports of coal and coke (93,786,000 . 
maunds as against 65,693,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, 
river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton oe s showed an 
increase of 16 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 792 lakhs as against 
‘Rs. 6,83 lakhs in 1919. The quantity of indigo imported during the months 
of April to November, 1920, decreased from 7,989 maunds to 5,245 maunds. 
The imports of raw jute amounted to 3,772,000 bales as against 3,232,000- 
bales—a increase of 17 per cent. There was also an increase in the importa- 
tions of gunnybags to 297 millions, from 267 milhions in number last year. 
The total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) increased 
by 4 per cent from 4,843,000 maunds to 5,024,000 maunds. The imports of 
sugar increased by 58 per cent from 363,000 maunds to 572,000 maunds, while 
those of tea decreased by 34 per cent from 2,271,000 maunds to 1,487,000 
maunds. : ; 

Exports.—The value of exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign,’ from 
Calcutta by all routes during the months of April to November, 1920, 
decreased by 6 per cent (Rs. 18,12 lakhs as against Rs. 19,22 lakhs last» year) 
The exports of gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) 
increased from 720 million bags to 934 millions; and shipments of gunny 
bags to other Indian ports also showed an increase from 23 to 25 millions in 
number in the period under review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched 
from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by sea (coastwise) 
decreased by 7 per cent from 3,845,000 maunds to 3,584,000 maunds.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS, 


‘TnE following tables are intended to show the trade by all routes, i, 
“by rail, river, canal, road, and sea. of the Calcutta block* in certain selected _ 
articles during the months of April to December, 1920, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1919 and 1918. The statistics have been compiled 
from returns furnished by the Collector- of Customs, Calcutta, Railway 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of 
Calcutta, the Collectors of the'24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant 
Engineer, Calcutta Canals. wt 


General Summary. 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta* by rail, 
river, canal, read, and sea (coastwise) during the months of April to Decem- 
ber, 1920, amounted to 7,364,000 maunds, as against 17,160,000 maunds in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year—a decrease of 57 percent. There 
was an increase of 40 per cent in the imports of coal and coke (103,719,000 
maunds as against 73,959,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, 
river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piecegoods showed an 
increase of 13 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 8,86 lakhs as against 
Rs. 7,82 lakhs in 1919. The quantity of indigo imported during the months 
of April to December, 1920, decreased from 14,110 maunds to 8,662 maunds. 
The imports of raw jute amounted to 4,311,000 bales as against 3,858,000 
bales—an increase of 11 per cent. There was also an increase in the importa- 
tions of gunnybags to 325 millions, from 303 millions in number Jast year. 
The total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) increaséd 
. by 5 per cent from 5,024,000 maunds to 5,312,000 maunds. The imports’ of 
sugar increased by 50 per cent from 421,000 maunds to 635,000 maunds, while 
those of tea decreased by 38 per cent from 2,720,000 maunds to 1,685,000 
maunds, 

Exports.—The value of the exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from 
Caleutta by all routes during the months of April to December, 1920, 
decreased by 11 per cent (Rs. 20,24 lakhs as against Rs. 22,87 lakhs last year). 
The exports of gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) 
increased from 805 million bags to 1,041 millions; and shipments of gunny 
bags to other Indian ports also showed an increase from 27 to 33 millions in 
number in the period under review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched 
from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by sea (coastwise) 
decreased by 9 per cent from’ 4,421,000 maunds to 4,041,000 maunds.

3. The Government of Bengal have noticed with regret the failure of 
"previous efforts to make the institution fulfil the purpose for ‘which it, has 
been» maintained, and they have decided to appoint a committee to enquire 


into the general condition of the Madrasah and to make proposals for its future’ 


improvement, ‘ 
4. Itis the desire of the Government of Bengal that the constitution of 


the committee should be such as to ensure a thorough enquiry into the parti- 


cular problems connected with the preservation of Islamic learning in Bengal 
and that its members should be able to make recommendations in the light 
of the history of the institution and the present requirements of the Muham- 
madan community in Bengal. The majority of the members are therefore 
old students of the institution, who are now océupying positions of importance, 
and gentlemen who have served or are now serving on its staff. With these 
are associated others whose desire for the progress of the community, ensures 
their interest inthe future of the institution, which holds a place in the 
affection of tie Moslems of this Presidency which no new institution, however 
efficient, can hope to attain.

survey was continued in the districts of Bankura, Jessore and Nadia and 


was begun in Pabna. The programme included a total area of 3,148 square 
miles, and of this all but 67 square miles was completed. ’ 


The Survey Department also carried out various miscellaneous, surveys. 
The survey of the town of Howrah, begun im 1913-14, was finished. 


2. The-Director of Land Records has submitted an interesting report 
of the survey and settlement work under his control. The report deals with 
the closing stages of ‘the operations in the districts of Midnapore, Mymen- 
singh, Rajshahi, Tippera and Noakhali, where little remained to be done. 
It is interesting to note that records of rights have now been prepared in 
more than half of the area in this Presidency to which the Bengal Tenancy 


Act applies. a : 


3. The work was in full swing in the districts of Bankura, Jéssore and 
Nadia, and since the close of the year a fourth party has begun work in the 
districts of Pabna and Bogra. The Governor in Council does not consider it 
necessary to review in detail the work done in each district. An area of © 
2.477 square miles was cadastrally surveyed, records for 2,346 square 
miles were attested, and racords for 2,008 square miles were finally 
published. These figures compare favourably with the previous year’s work. 
and it is satisfactory to note that, although a large part of the areas in’ which 
the operations were being conducted is unhealthy and sickness was common, 
yet, generally speaking, the work was kept well up to the programme. 


4. In the district of Nadia the prevalence of the utband? tenancy not 
only makes attestation difficult, but also complicates statistics and delays the 
final scrutiny of the record. The rules which were framed when this form of 
tenancy camé under discussion in connection with the Rajshahi settlement 
thave been followed. Landlords seem to have shown little inclination to 
adopt the suggestion that utband: lands should, when possible, be converted 
into ordinary raiyati holding, by compromise, but it is satisfactory that the 
tension and dissatisfaction have not been so great as at one time seemed 
likely. In about a quarter of the whole area representing u/bandi ‘tenancies 
the raiyats were recorded as having occupancy rights. 


5. Survey and settlement records are reported to be freely used in all 
branches of the adtninistration. ‘The sale of well over a million khatians and 
17,000 maps shows that the records are appreciated by the public. 


_ 6. Major F. C. Hirst was in charge of the Bengal Survey Department 
up to the 2nd December 1919, when he was placed on deputation. He 
resumed charge of his duties on the 18th March. 1920 and proceeded on leave 
from the 15th May 1920. Mr. C, A. O’Donel held charge of the department 
during his absence. Mr. F. A. Sachse, 1.c.8., was in charge of the Depart- 
‘ment of Land Records, Bengal, up to the 20th February 1920, when he went 
on leave. Mr. W. H. Nelson, 1.c.8., officiated as Director of Land Records up 
to the 20th August 1920, when Mr. Sachse returned from leave and held 
charze of the department for the rest of the year. The Governor 1 
‘Council has much pleasure in acknowledging the services rendered by these 
officers and by Mesers F. W. Robertson, J. M. Pringle and Khan Bahadur

THE following report on the state of . the salt market in the Presi- 
dency of Bengal, for the third quarter of the year 1920-21, comprising the 
months of October, November and December 1920, is published for general 
information. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 3,955,926 maunds (including 3,101,928 maunds issued under the 
credit system), as compared with 3,379,266 maunds (including 2,699,977 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter and 
3,433,050 maunds (including »%,970,110 maunds issued under the credit 
- gystem) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
ot duty levied was Rs. 33,56,083 (including Rs. 24,26,883 udjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs. 33,94,800 (including Rs. 26,52,244 adjusted 
under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and’ Rs. 38,09,929 (includ- 
ing Rs. 32,69,780 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. 

3. The subjoined Table I shows in detail the importations into the Port 
of Calcutta and the total clearances ofsea-imported salt during the quarter, 
zompared with the figures of the corresponding quarters of the two previous
